Board Car Where Motorists

John B. Turner, 34 years old, of 
5553 Waterman avenue, was struck 
by an automobile driven by Sidney I. , 
Rothschild of 6124 Kingsbury boule- | 
vard, president of the Rothschild | 
Bros. Hat Co.; at Delmar boulevard 
and Clara avenue, at 9 o’clock Tues- 
day morning. He died an hour and 40 
minutes later at the Jewish Hospi- 
tal. 

Turner was struck by Rothschild’s 
eastbound car an instant after he 
stepped into the street at the south- 
west corner to board a Delmar car. 
An ordinance requires automobiles | 
to come to a stop before passing a 
car which is receiving or unloading 
passengers. This ordinance is disre- 
garded by many drivers at this par- 
ticular corner, which is at the east 
end of a long block. Automobiles 
coming east from De Baliviere ave- 
nue frequently pass this corner at 
high speed, and street car passen- 
gers have to stand near the tracks 
or step back on the curb. 

Rothschild Tells of Accident. 
Rothschild’s story of the accident, as 
told later to the police, was that Turner 
ran into the street to board the car, and 
that he did not stop to look for an ap- 
proaching vehicle. Rothschild said it 
was impossible to stop his machine in 
time to avoid the accident. He said 
spectators of the accident would bear 
out his statement. 

Turner was picked up unconscious, 
and was placed in Rothschild’s ma- 
chine. In it he was taxen to the hos- 
pital. He did not recover conscious- 
ness. 

After leaving the hospital, Rothschild 
drove, accompanied by a policeman, to 
the Page boulevard station. From the 
station he went to the Municipal Courts 
Building, where Judge Miller accepted 
appear-} 
ance Friday, to answer to any charge 
which might be preferred at that time.

When the police learned of Turner's 
death, it was said Rothsr:ild probabiy 
would not be rearrested. 

Rothschild is 28 years old, and is 
married.

EN. VILLA today issued a

DURANGO, June 2.—Three decisive 
engagements with Federal troops be- 
tween Zacatecas and San Luis Potosi 
were won by the Constitutionalists May 
30 and 31, according to reports receive 
today by Gen. Carranza.

Carlos Chaves, two Lieutenant-Colonels, 
one Major, four Captains and six Lieu- 
tenants. Col. Reyes captured two ma- 
chine guns, 25,000 cartridges, 200 rifles, 
123 horses and other munitions. 

Col. Catoca of the command under 
Gen. Panfilo Natera, investing Zacate- 
cas, captured a Federal troop train at 
Pines, May 31, killing 60 of the Feder- 
als, capturing a considerable supply of 
ammunition and provisions.

became merged into darkness on 
the water-skirted stage at the foot of 
Art Hill in Forest Park at 10:45 o’clock 


persons had seen the fourth city of the 
United States curiously symbolized in 
its body and in its soul. 

_.The Pageant of Thomas Wood Stev- 
ens’ writing represented the body of 
St. Louis'and the Masque of Percy 
MacKaye’s conceiving typified its soul. 

Both body.and soul are very beautiful, 
according to each of these presentments 
—the body in historic picturesqueness 
and rich human coloring, the soul in the 
spiritual difficulties confronted #nd 
overcome and in the high ethical and 
civic aspiration that accounts for the 
overcoming. 

Beautiful as are the body and soul of 
St. Louis to the vision of these two 
poeta, both of whom are strangers with- 
in the gates of the city whose material 
substance and whose psychological sig- 
nificance they thus have exalted in spec- 
tacular pomp and pageantry, their own 
work has proved of a beauty in splendid 
keeping with the theme they found so 
stimulating to their noblest endeavor. 

It seems to me doubtful if the world 
has ever witnessed a lovelier or more 
majestic series of great stage paintings 
than these which two aliens to the blood 
of St. Louis have set so breathingly 
within the primeval framework of four 
gentle summer nights. The loveliness 
and the majesty of the pictures can 
never be forgotten. 

And fully as beautiful as the work 
itself is the love of beauty which so 
undeniably has thrilled the souls of the 
more than 385,000 persons who witnessed 
the Pageant and the Masque and united 
in a vast response to its appeal of 
beauty. 

In its final analysis, indeed, this mag- 
nificently appreciative answer of the 
living multitudes to the Greek cry of the 
Pageant and the Masque—the cry that 
proclaims beauty as life’s greatest thing 
—takes its own place ap the foremost 
development of the occasion. 

Its meaning is unmistakably plain. 
The poetic spirit and the love of poetry 
are not dead in the world when such 
a happening as this is possible. 


Devotional Atmosphere 


TRANGELY enough—pr is it true? 

S —the combined Pageant and 
Masque, which have their begin- 

ning in the prehistoric days of the an- 
cient Aztec civilization and their ending 
in what is virtually the present time, are 
enveloped in an atmosphere of religious 
devotion profoundly reverential and de- 
void of doubting until the story becomes 
contemporaneous with ourselves. 
Then, strikingly, the spirit of the pro- 
duction assumes the single aspect of 
patriotism, in which is sounded no note 
of spiritual belief or consecration to 
aught but country. 
Throughout all the earlier movements 
of the visualized epic'of St Louis the 
appeal of its staged people invariably is 
to some higher power. 
The primal Indians chant their prayer 
songs to their Manitous, the gods of 
their tribal faith. 
The oncoming, whites, led by the he- 
roic missionary priests of the pioneer 
era, intone the awe-inspiring ‘‘Veni Cre- 
ator!’’ 
The voicing of the one is under the 
shadow of the grotesque figures of ab- 
original worshiping. 
The voicing of the other is under the 
radiance of the cross. 
There is no faltering in either. 
The souls of the priests and the peopls 
of pagandom and Christendom alike are 
rooted in a faith based on human recog- 
nition of divinity. 


Patriotism Dominates Stage. 
But when the closing moments of the 
Pageant and the Masque are reached 
there are no priests, primeval or medi- 
eval; there are no prayers, there are no 
devotional chantings, there is no lifting 
of human hands to Heaven. 

The one stupendous cry is “My Coun- 
try, "Tis of Thee!” , 

“The one and only great choir song of 


devotional utterance is “‘The Star Span- 
gied Banner.”

Patriotism incarnate dominates the 
stage. 

It is as if the authors of the Pageant 
and the Masque contemplated the tre- 
mendous and all-engulfing racial Melt- 
ing Pot of America and reasoned that, 
precisely as it fused and blended all the 
sons of man into one vast family of kin- 
dred blood, so did it fuse and blend all 
faiths and all creeds—only, it would 
seem, to obliterate all, save the faith 
and creed of love for the land of the 
great family’s occupying. 

And this, surely,:is strange—is it not? 


Human Frieze Superb. 


N Monday evening, more keenly 
OC) emphasized than on any other 

night of the Pageant and Mas- 
que’s progress, the sheer beauty of the 
scenes presented in stately succession 
stamped itself on the minds of the spec- 
tators. 

It is not now necessary to indulge in 
a detailed review of these scenes. They 
have become a part of the. historic 
heritage of St. Louis and the stories 
describing them already constitute his- 
tory’s record of their presentation. It 
is thus that they will live when the 
generation that witnessed them shal! 
have passed away. But, among them, 
there were certain realizations of beau- 
ty sO astounding as the creation of 
moderns, and so amazingly worthy of 
comparison with the highest achieve- 
ment of the beauty-worshiping an- 
cientry, that one may not brush them 
aside in any contemplation of the work 
of which they were a part. 

To my thinking, the supremest tri- 
umph of all, Pageant or Masque, from a 
purely Grecian viewpoint of absolute 
beauty, was attained when the human 
frieze of Percy MacKaye’s devising in 
the Masque came into existence against 
the lofty background of the ruined old 
temple facade that the Masque stage 
held against the elemental darkness 
of the night sky behind it. The pro- 
cession of living figures constituting 
this frieze was of a perfect loveliness 
that became poignant in the seeing. 
The one dominating inspiration of the 
Flame-Colored Figure that symbolized 
the Life Spirit, moving midway in the 
line of this august procession and halt- 
ing when it reached the zenith of the 
frieze, Was a@ superb stroke of vividly 
pictorial art. The ardent beckoning of 
this figure to Joyous chHdhood and to 
daring youth was masterful allegory. 
And when, finally, standing in the full 
center of the noble picture, this flame- 
colored Life Spirit loosed to the night a 
living bird and “instantly around it, 
from the air, hundreds of other living 
wings burst into light—white doves that 
hover upward swaying, and beat against 
the dark in circling splendor,” the po- 
etic spirit that moved its possessor to 
the creation of such a spectacle claimed 
and held its own in justified applause 
and in an admiring wonderment of the 
multitude that was ‘even a more sincere 
tribute. Remembering the truth of the 
triumphant materialism that masters 
our humanity today, it is well-nigh in- 
eonceivable that the twentieth century 
should have brought such an accom- 
plishment of beauty at its purest. 


Impressive Moments in 
Pageant. 


So, too, was the majestic and yet 
touchingly appealing arrival of little 
St. Louis, the Child, at the knees of 
old Cahokia, incarnation of Indian an- 
cientry, one of the great “beauty mo- 
ments’ of the Masque. And, as well 
the prelude and devotional dance of the 
Spirits of the Mound Bullders with 
which the Masque came into being. 
Then, in the Pageant, there were many 
moments of the loftiest spectacular im- 
pressiveness in historica) import. The 
genius of aboriginal life was splendidly 
realized in the earlier Indian scenes 
The glowing picturesqueness of the com- 
ing of the white man was unforgetably 
reproduced with the cumulative emer- 
gence upon the great stage of De Soto 
the Spaniard: of Marquette and Jolfet, 
the Frenchmen; of La Salle and his 
French and Indian followers: of La- 
clede, the French founder of St. Louis 
and of young Chouteau and others of 
Laciede’s splendid retinue of French 
gentlemen; of the later arrival of the 
American ploneers of Anglo-Saxon 
blood.

Among those on the Pageait 
stage for the first time were Park Com. 
missioner Dwight F. Davis and Mrs. 
Nelson Cunliff, wife of the Superintend- 
ent of Construction, who erected the 
big stage. Davis played the part.of 
pioneer in the Pageant. and rode onto 
the stage in a prairie schooner. 


Besides the record made of no one 
being killed or seriously injured on the 
pageant grounds during the week, an- 
other record for an enormous crowd 
was established in that there was not 
a single arrest on Art Hill during the 
five days of the pageant, and only one 
or two small thefts were reported. In 
all, 87 persons were treated for various 
ailments at the emergency hospital on 
the field. Seventeen were cared for Mon- 
day night, the injuries ranging from a 
frozen hand, caused by handling hun- 


poison ivy. 

More than 250,000 gallons of lemonade, 
300,000 ‘thot dogs,” 100,000 ordinary sand- 
wiches and thousands of cases of soda 
water were consumed by Pageant spec- 
tators during the five days of the per- 
formance, according to the estimates of 
the concessionaires. The soda water 
demand fell off Sunday night, when 
numbers of dealers increased the price 
from 5 to W cents a bottle.

The Masque and Pageant of St. Louis 
passed away in the darkness of Monday 
night.

The one big fact is that the Pageant 
and Masque of St. Louis reached and 
held the splendid station of absolute

PAGEANT INDIANS 
GO ON STRIKE 


Members of the Improved Order of 
Red Men, which supplied virtually all 
the Indian characters in ‘the Pageant, 
went on strike Monday afternoon be- 
cause a gateman refused permission to 
one of their number to drive his auto- 
mobile int@ the inclosure back of the 
big dressing tent west of the lagoon 

Henry Heet, owner of the automobile, 
drove with several friends to Forest 
Park Highlands to get sandwiches be- 
ore the Pageant began. On his return, 
a gateman declined to let the machine 


pass. All the men, including W. #. 
Hoppe, chief of the Indian village, were 
in their redskin regalia. 

Heet protested that his machine had 
stooc for four evenings inside the in- 
closure, from which he had driven it 
only half an hour before. The gateman 
replied that he had received “new or- 
ders.’’ Hoppe told the official he should 
“use a little judgment,” and the ‘other 
replied: 

“Yes, if I used a little more judgment 
I’d be inside working myself to death 
for nothing, like you fellows.”

FOR THE CHARTER 


Friendly Forces to Be System- 
atically Marshalled, Is Plan of 
Chairman and Aides. 


Plans for a thoroughly organized 
campaign for the proposed new city 
charter were outlined by the Execu- 


tive Committee of the Citizens’ New 
Charter Campaign Committee at the 
City Club Tuesday. 

Mayor Kiel, chairman of the Cam- 
paign Committee, and Frank P. 
Crunden, vice-chairman, met with 
the members of the Executive Com- 
mitee, which was appointed after the 
meeting Monday of the General Com- 
mittee. They will select headquarters 
and appoint campaign, finance, 
speakers and publicity committees. 

It is probable the room at 618 Olive 
street, occupied by the rageant ticket 
office, will be obtained as headquarters 
for the Campaign Commitee. The mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee were 
suggested as. chairman and vice-chair- 
man of the several committees to be cre- 
ated, with authority to select from the 
General Campaign Committee as many 
members of their respective committees 
as they desired. , 

Tentative plans for the organization 
of a campaign committee in each of the 
wards, similar to the organizations of 
political parties, were discussed. It was 
the general idea that some man in each 
ward shold be selected to take charge of 
the organization work, and that he 
should have a precinct man in each pre- 
cinct in his ward to help in the work 
of organization. 

A house-tu-house canvass of the vot.

WITHORAWAL OF OL 
LAND FOR NAVY USE 


U. S. Judge in San Francisco In- 
validates Action by President 
Taft in 1909. 


LAND WORTH $250,000,000 


Decision Holds Executive Ex- 
ceeded His Authority and Set . 
Aside Mineral Laws. 


By Associaii\2 Press. 
LOS ANGELES, June 2.—A withdraw- 
al order by which William H. Taft, 
while President in 1909, exempted from 
entry Government lands in California 
variously estimated in value at from 
$250,000,000 to $1,000,000,000, was declared 
invalid in a decision by Judge Maurice 
T. Dooling of the United States District 
Court of San Francisco, which reached 
Los Angeles by mail today. Judge Doo- 
ling heard the case in Los Angeles, sit- 
ting in place of Judge Olin Wellborn, 
who considered himself disqualified. 
Judge Dooling’s decision nullifies the 
order by which the former President 
planned to provide a great source of 
fuel for the American navy by exempt- 
ing the oil land from entry by private 
locators, and gives to the Midway Oil 
Co, and the Standard Oil Co., the prin- 
cipal defendants, undisputed posses- 
sion. 
The application for an order restrain- 
ing the defendants from further use of 
the land and for a receiver is deniea. 
Similar minor actions now pending 
will be affected by the decision. Judge 
Dooling, in his ruling, says: 
“The effect of these withdrawal or- 
ders is to suspend the mineral laws of 
the United States. The executive powe: 
cannot permanently affect such legisla- 
tion. 
“IT am not content to seek for author- 
ity for these withdrawals in the dicta 
of decisions or in some shadowy twi- 
light zone lying between the powers ex- 
pressiy granted to Congress and the 
powers expressly granted to the Pres- 
ident. The power to dispose of the pub- 
lic land has been given to the Con- 
gress by the Constitution, and I find no 
conflicting power granted the President 
by that instrument, derogatory to the 
power given the Congress in this re- 
gard. 
“The congressional will as to these 
lands is tlearly expressed in the laws 
above stated and the right to nullify this 
will is not lodged in either the execu- 
tive or the judicial department. 
“On the contrary, it is the equal duty 
of the executive as of the judicial de- 
partment to see that this will is carried 
into effect. 

Too Much Power for President. 
“The promulgation of the withdrawal 
orders in question, I belleve to be one 
manifestation of a growing tendency to 
concentrate in the executive more power 
than can be traced to any specific con- 
stitutional or legislative provision. As 
this tendency in the present instance 
leads to an encroachment upon the do- 
main of the Congress, I am unwilling to 
further it by any decree of this Court 
and, for this reason, it is ordered that 
the application for an injunction and 
a receiver be denied and the bill itself 
dismissed.”’ 

Judge Dooling’s decision in effect was 
ithe same as that rendered by the Court 
in Wyoming. It was not expected there- 
fore that the Government will appeal 
the California case. G. W. Helm, spe- 
cial agent of the Land Office, who was 
appointed temporary receiver of the oil 
companies by Judge Dooling, said the 
status of lands and corporations in- 
volved probably would remain as they 
were until the Supreme Court hands

WOULD TEACH AUSTRALIA 
HOW TO ‘TIP’ IN AMERICA 


Steamship Company Would In- 
vrease Travel by Campaign 


of Enlightenment in Antipodes. 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 2.—Australia 
is said to have a notion that America 
has its hand out, palm up. To counter- 
act this impression and to encourage 
travel between the Antipodes and En- 
giand, a San Francisco steamship com- 
pany is preparing a campaign of enlight- 
enment in Australia, according to an 
announcement today. 

Australians are to be given the follow- 
ing information: 

“Generally speaking ‘tips’ in the United 
States should be no more in the aggre- 
gate than in England, although the 
number of persons who have to be 
‘tipped’ ts fewer. 

“In restaurant of hdtel cafes, keep to 
the 10 per cent rule. Belboys should 
get 5, possibly 10 cents, for a service. 
The maid at a hotel should receive a 
emall gratuity—say about © cents a 
week."’ 

Barbers in fashionable hotéls expect a 
10-cent tip, the information adds, and 
hotel elevators boys should be tipped 
at the rate of 25 cents a week. Sleeping 
car porters should be paid about 2% 
cents a day, “although if the traveler 
feels exceedingly prosperous this might 
be stretched to 80 cents."’

Iwo Operations Performed.

two Weeks ago when the carbuncle be- 
gan causing him much pain. His condi- 
tion immediately after his arrival in 
Greenwich showed improvement, but 
after a few days became much worse, 
and Drs. Delafield and Bunquest of New 
York, who were attending him, decided 
an operation was necessary. They later 
deemed a second operation advisable. 

Pneumonia developed after this opera- 
tion, and the financier’s condition b«- 
came critical. The two doctors and 
three trained nurses were in constant 
attendance. The nurses said Tuesday 
they were confident Campbell was now 
out of danger.

Campbell is 66° years old, and his age 
added a complication which caused the 
physicians much worry.

“Pickpocket With a Pull” Gets 
Into Peculiar Tangle Through 
Arrest in Two Cities.

* While John Collins, who boasts he is 
a pickpocket with a “pull,”’ is in the 
St. Louis jail, his bondsmen are making 
efforts to avoid the loss of money which 
may result from the fact that Collins is 
as badly wanted by the police and courts 
in East St. Louis as in St. Louis. Al- 
ready the bondsmen have given up $109 
on one side of the river to avoid losing 
$5000 on the other. 

Collins, though a pickpocket, seldom 
has any difficulty in finding bondsmen 
within a short time after his arrest. 
Two weeks ago he was arreated in St. 
Louis and quickly released on a $5000 
bond. 

East St. Louis Bond Forfeited. 

He had been free only two hours when 
he was arrested in East St. Louls on a 
charge of picking pockets. His bond 
there was fixed at $1000. It was signed 
by J. H. Kane, a beer salesman, and 
Morris Sterberger, a furniture dealer, 
and it was guaranteed by Samuel Ep- 
stein, a St. Louis wholesale liquor 
dealer. 

After being released on bond in East 
St. Louis, Collins returned to St. Louis 
and was immediately arrested and put 
in jail. He was to have appeared be- 
fore Justice Boyle in East St. Louis for 
a preliminary hearing Monday, but, 
being in jail on the St. Louis side of 
the river, he couldn’t keep the engage- 
ment and Justice Boyne forfeited his 
bond. 

Sternberger, one of the bondsmen, told 
the Judge that Epstein, guarantor of 
the bond, had also guaranteed the St. 
Louis bond of $5000. He said Epstein 
feared that if Collins came to East 
St. Louis for a hearing he would be 
vent to the Belleville jail. 

Preferred to Lose the $1000. 

This would have made it impossible 
to appear in St. Louis for a prelimi- 
nary hearing Tuesday and the St. Louis 
bond of $5000 would be forfeited. Stern- 
berger said Epstein preferred to lose 
the $1000 in East St. Louis. 

After his arrest in East St. Louis 
Collins also was charged with being a 
fugitive from justice, it being alleged 
that he fled from Missouri while under 
bond in St. Louis. On the fugitive 
charge his bond was fixed at $1000. This 
also was signed by Kane and Stern- 
berger and guaranteed by Epstein.

NEW CHARTER. 
ARTICLE II.—Blections. 

Section I. A general city election shall be held 
on the first Tuesday in April, 1916, and every two 
years thereafter. 

Section 2. At the general city election in 1917, and 
every four years thereafter, a Mayor and a Comp- 
troller shall be elected each for a term of. four 
years and until his successor qualifies. 

Section 3. At the general city election in 1915 
one Alderman from each odd-numbered ward shall 
be elected for a term of two years, and at the 
same clection, and every four years thereafter, 
one Alderman from each even-numbered ward, 
and a President of the Foard of Aldermen, shall 
be elected, each for a term of four years. At the 
general city election in 1917, and every four years 
thereafter, one Alderman from each odd-numbered 
ward shall be elected, each for a term of Your 
years. 

Section 4. Every elective City officer, includ- 
ing the President and members of the Board of 
Aldermen, shall be elected by a general ticket; 
provided, that whenever the Constitution and 
laws of the State permit, each Alderman shall be 
elected only by the voters of the ward from which 
he is elected. 

Section 5. The Board of Election Commission- 
ers shall designate the day for holding any special 
election under the Initiative, Referendum or Re- 
call provisions of this Charter. 

Section 6. The Board of Election Commission- 
ers shall cause a notice to be published at least 
three times in at least two daily newspapers in 
the City, the first insertion to be at least twenty

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] ST. CHARLES’ $1.50 RATE FOR ELECTRICITY. 

Monday was the date on which the new rates 
or the local subsidiary of the Keokuk Electric 
Trust took effect in St. Charles, Mo. The total 
charge for the consumption of a seven-room 
house, with garage, will be only $1.50 a month, 
or $18 a year. 

The amount of the reduction from the conven- 
tional rate will not be as apparent at this season 
as during the long nights of the winter. Every 
one of the seven rooms can, however, be lighted 
every hour of the 24, the electric fan can be 
turned on all day and all night, the electric fron 
can be used continuously, the garage can be a 
blaze of light—in short, electricity can be burned 
in reckless quantities costing more than $18 a 
month at a metered rate, instead of $18 a year, 
and the only charge will be $1.50. 

St. Charles seems to be the only community 
which is realizing the roseate dream the public 
had when it was giving its sympathy and sup- 
port to the promotion of the dam project. St.

Besides being a good thing for the 
childern, the apartment house nursey 
would be of immense aid to mothers. 
If there were such provision for little 
ones it is agreed that more women 
would be mothers.

A woman may 
be an artist, a teacher, a trained nurse, 
a social worker. She may have spent 
years in fitting herself for her partic- 
ular job, and she may be devoted to it. 
We say to her, “If you marry and have 


children, you will never be allowed to 
do anything else except satisfy their 
physical needs.
